(AP) — Ten giant pumps, draw- 
ing out 3,200 gallons of water 
each minute, quickened pros- 
pects today of rescuing 15 min- 
ers known to be alive in a flood- 
ed coal 'mine. Ten others, deep- 
er in the mountain, were feared 
dead. 


"The boys working the pumps 


down In the shaft are real op- 
timistic," said H.E. Sundstrom, 
in overnight charge of the res- 
cue.

Chicago enclosed a photo copy 


of the current invoice with the 
notation that the original had been 
mailed May 1. Actually the orig- 
inal came in here in the final 
mail yesterday afternoon, not 
long after I had hung up the tele- 
phone. 


Mailed from Chicago May 1, 


arrived in Hope May 7—not so 
good. 


If I am to believe the Chicago 


supplier the mail service Is ter- 
rible. 


But nowadays we don't have 


postmarks— that is to say, most 
offices use postal meters, and 
a meter puts responsibility for 
the date of mailing on a private 
business rather than the post 
office. 


Just now I am feeling nostalgic 


about the old-time postmark. It 
determined the truth about mail- 
ing, and fixed responsibility.
